2,000 for the purpose of creating an 
endowment for the annual award of a gold medal in memory 
of her husband, the late Mr. Sarojchandra Mukherjee (son 
of late Dr. Satischandra Mukherjee, M.D., CTM.C.S,, 
S.C., Pb.D., on the following terms and conditions

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(3) That the medal shall be awarded at the University Convocation and that 
the name of the recipient shall be published in the University Catendar* commu- 
nicating the same to the donor for her information.** ,

Leave granted although there ia no such provision in 
the Leave Rules 

15. The same employee was granted .an c.xtension of 
leave on half-pay under medical rertificaio for 20 days 
from 12th January, 1940, to 31.st .lanuary, 19-10, as a Rpecial 
case, in continuation of medical leave on half-pav for six 
months from 12tb July, 1939, to llth January, 194i), and 
alloweM to retire with effect from Ist February, 1910, {vide 
Item No 102 of the Proceedirgs of the Syndicate, dated 
the 19th .lanuary, 1940). This extension of leave infringed 
rule 4 of the University Leave Joules which restricts leave 
on medical certificate on half-pay to 6 month-j ot a time. 
Under Regulation No. 7, Chapter VII, the Syndicate is 
competent to grant such leave to the emjrloyees as is 
admissible to them under the rules framed by the Senate. 
It may. therefore, be considered whether leave on half- 
pay frorii 12th .January, 1940, to Slat Januory, 1940, may 
not be converted to leave without pay under rule 6 of the 
Leave Rules.

Read a letter, dated, Dacca, the 2nd May, 1941, 
from the Director of Agriculture, Bengal, forwarding a copy 
of Govt, order No. 1253 dated the 23rd April, 1911, together 
with copies of its enclosures, with the request that he may 
be informed if any non-official or any member of the staff 
of the University interested in the subjects is willing to

28. Read a letter No. M-5-1172, dated the 20th June, 
1941, from Dr. A. N. Chatterji, M.B.B.S., forwarding his 
report on the working of the summer school of Physical 
Education organised by the All-Bengal Teachers* Asso- 
ciation, held this year at the Government College of Phy- 
sical Education, Calcutta. 

Note. — Under Syndicate Item No. 64, dated 26fch J one, 11)36 the school was 
permanently recognised, subject to annual inspection by the University and 
acceptance by the organisers of such conditions as might be imposed on them by 
the University. This year, under Syndicate Item No. 14, dated 26th May, 1941, 
Mr A. N. Chatterji and the Physical Dire^*tor, Bengal, were requested to 
inspect the school and favour the University with a joint report. The Physical 
Director having intimated his inability to comply with the request of the Uni- 
versity, Mr. Chatterji was requested to inspect the school aloue. 

On consideration of the last year’s report, the holders of certificates of the 
•All-Bengal Teachers’ Association were recognised as being duly qualified for 
appointment as Games Teachers. {Vide Syndicete Item No. 21, dated 8th 
August, 1940). Subsequently, under School Committee Item No. 86, Sated Slat 
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May, 1941, it was ordered that the holders of certificates of this school might, 
in the absence of better qualified candidates, be appointed a% Physical Instruc- 
tors. 

Ordered — (1) To be recorded. 

(2) That a copy of the report be forwarded to the 
Association. 

26. Read a letter, dated the 20th June, 1941, from the 
Head Master, Ahniadpur Joydurga H. E. School (provi- 
sionally recognised up to Slst December, 1942), Birbhum, 
requesting exemption relating to introduction of vocational 
subjects up to the Matriculation Examination of 1942. 

It is stated that the school has already started preli- 
minary work for the introduction of Agriculture and Garden- 
ing but that due to financial stringency it will not be 
possible for the school to complete arrangement for teaching 
the subject this year. 

Resolved — That the exemption prayed for be granted. 
The arrangements for teaching the subject should be com- 
pleted as soon as possible, 

27. Read a letter, dated the 2lBt June, 1941, from Babu 
Sudhirchandra Ghosh, requesting that his daughter Archana 
Ghosh, who intends to appear at the Matriculation Exami- 
nation in 1942, as a private candidate, may be allowed to 
write her answer-papers on Mathematics in English in 
consideration of the fact that she all along read the subject 
in English and that it will be very difficult for her to give 
her answers in the subject in Bengali.

28. Read an application, dated the 2()th June, 1941, 
from Md. Abu Sayed Miah, who was allowed admission to 
the last Matriculation Examination as a private candidate, 
subject to his passing the test examination of a permanently 
recognised school but who could not manage to appear at the 
same, praying that the usual permission fee of Eis. 10 sub- 
mitted by him may be refunded. 

Note . — The candidate was first permitted to appear at the Matriculation 
Examination on passing the te><t of the usual Calcutta schools. Subsequently 
the order was modified on receipt of an application from the student and he was 
asked to appear at the test of a permanently recognised school in the locatity. 

The fee of Rs. 10 was received in this office on 11th November, 1940.

Considering 
the fact that occasional help might be obtained from the teachers of the Sanskrit 
department and the classes at the B.A. stage will be necessarily small, we are 
prepared to accept two teachers for the department of Bengali in addition to 
the three teachers in the Sanskrit department as the staff necessary for carryinix 
on the work op to the Honours standard. **

of extension of recognition from the session 1941-42, i.e., from this session.

In making the accompanying endowment for medical research in tho name

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(2) The standard of the qualifications and work of the candidates is to be 
maintained in the fcilowing ways: — 

By giving the Scholarship to persons whose preliminary qualifications 
must be high. 

. (6) The Scholarship of a scholar for the second-year will be given only when 
his work is highly commended This will avoid the continuance of the Scholar- 
ship for the second-year as a routine practice. 

(c) I consider that there should be a gap in the appointment of a scholar 
from time to time because then only the best candidate will be appointed to the 
Scholarship instead of the continuance of the Scholarship every year as a routine 
practice. 

(d) My idea of creating a Beadership out of any surplus money available 
from the Scholarship Fund is to avoid giving a scholarship to a second person 
out of any unspent scholarship in any year so as to keep up the standard of the 
terms of my endowment. 

]n this matter I have been guided by what has happened in the case of 
Kamala Lecturcsliip. It was observed that the high standard of the lecture- 
ship, which was the aim of Sir Asutcsh Mocker jee, was likely to be lowered if 
the lectureship was continued every year and for that reason the rules of 
lectureship have been recently changed and the lecturership is now-a-days 
being given every alternate year.

Dear Sir, 

I beg to inform you that I am desirous of making an endowment of 3% G. P. 
Notes of the face value of Rs. 20,000 (Rupees twenty thousand) together with 
the accrued interest of Rs. 600 payble in 1941 for the institution of a fund for 
Medical Research under the auspices of the Calcutta University. This will 
constitute a fund for creating a Scholarship to be named after my wife Lady 
Nanibala Brahmachari and to be called LADY BRAHMACHARI ENDOW- 
MENT FUND for Medical Research In addition to the above another sum of 
Rs. 600 in cash will be made over by me to the University if the Scholarship of 
the first scholar is extended by another year. 

The Scholarship will be awarded in alternate years, provided if the Scholar- 
ship of a scholar is continued for two years, then the next Scholarship will be 
awarded not earlier than two years after the termination of the extension of the 
Scholarship. Provided further the Board of Management may from time to time 
keep^the ^holarsliip in abeyance and utilise it for the purpose of Lady Brahma- 
chari* Readership mentioned hereafter, irrespective of whether any money 
earmarked for the Readership is available out of any unspent scholarship as 
provided for in the rules for the Beadership. 

As soon as the terms of my endowment which arc embodied in the rules are 
accepted by the University I shall send the G. P, Notes. 

The corpus of the endowment will always remain intact. 
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Medical Beseiarch is defined here to mean research in medicine in its various 
departments and such research in the ancillary sciences as may conduce to 
advances in medicine. They include clinical science and clinical research in the 
wards of a hospital ; the study of disease in its various aspects ; physiology ; 
colloid science and biochemistry in their relation to medicine ; the study of 
chemicals which chemistry yields to medicine for the treatment of disease and 
its diagnosis ; the study of therapeutic radio-active elements, of X-Ray radia- 
tions and various contributions which Physics has made to medicine; Hygiene 
and Public Health ; forensic medicine; and the study of the applications of the 
biological sciences to medicine. This list is not complete and is only intended 
to give examples. 

The management of the Lady Brabmachri Research Fund will be vested in 
a Board of Management to be constituted as follows: — 

(1) Vice-Chancellor, Calcutta University — Chairman, 

(2) Dean of the Faculty of Medicine. 

(3) One Member of the Faculty of Medicine nominated by the Faculty of 
Medicine. 

(4) and (5) The Principal of the Medical College of Bengal and the Principal 
of the Carmichael Medical College. If, in future» any other medical colleges 
come into existence in Calcutta then, in place of the above, two Principals will 

f be nominated by the Syndicate from all the Medical Colleges every three years 
in rotation. 

(6) The Director, All-India Institute of Hygiene and Public Health or the 
Director, Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine to be nominated by the Syndicate 
every three years in rotation. 

(7) Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee or his successor who will be a member of 
the University to be nominated by the donor or by his original or derivative 
nominee. 

(8) Dr. Meghnad Saha or his successor who will be the President of the 
Post-Graduate Council of Science or the Dean of the Faculty of Science if the 
President’s post is abolished. 

(9) Mr. sitaram Banerjee, Advocate, High Court or bis successor who will be 
a member of the legal profession to be nominated by the donor or his original or 
derivHtive nominee. 

(10) The donor or his original or derivative nominee. 

(11) Lady Brahmachari or her original or derivative nominee* 

Five Members will form a quorum. 

Proceedings of the Board of Management shall be placed before the Syndi- 
cate for approval. The Syndicate may, for specified reasons, request the Board 
to reconsider their decision but shall not be competent to reverse it. 

The donor or his nominee and Lady Brahmachari or her nominee will be 
entitled to nominate their own nominees respectively, and the power of nomi- 
nating their nominees shall be inherent in the derivative nominees of the donor 
and of Lady Brahmachari respectively.

RULES FOR THE LADY BRAHMACHARI RESEARCH . 

SCHOLARSHIP IN MEDICINE 

The Scholarship shall be called Lady Brahmachari Research Scholarship! 
It shall be awarded for the purpose of encouragirg medical research and will 
amoaut to Rs. lOO per month being met from the Lady Brahmachari ResearclL 
Fond. 
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0 The research will be conducted io a recognised medical college or in a 
College affiliated in Science or in such other place as may be approved by the 
Syndicate. ^ 

The first-year of the award cf the Scholarship will be 1942. 

The Scholarship shall begin from the first of July, except that in the first 
year it will begin as early as possible in January, 1942. 

The Scholarship will be tenable for ane year in the first instance, and no 
new scholar will be appointed earlier than in alternate years. Provided if 
the scholarship of any Scholar be extended for the second year then the next 
scholarship will be awarded not earlier than two years after the termination 
of the extension of the scholarship. Provided further the Board of Management 
may from time to time keep the Scholarship in abeyance and utilize it for 
Lady Brabmachari Readership. 

At the end of 10 months* work of the first year the scholar shall submit a 
complete statement of his work, printed or type- written, for the consideration 
of the Board of Management who, after taking expert advice, if deemed 
neccseary, shall report to the Syndicate whether the work is highly commended 
stating the special reasons for the same and then the scholarship will be 
continued for another year. 

Applications for the Lady Brahmacbari Scholarship sh ill be invited by 
the Registrar in the month of December of the year preceding that in which 
the scholarship is to be awarded and such applications must reach the office 
of the Registrar not later than 1 at of February next following, provided that 
the applications for the Research Scholarship for the year 1942 shall be invited 
as soon as possible after the acceptance of my offer by the University. The 
latter must reach the Registrar not later than one month after the applications 
have been invited. 

Each applicant shall give the following details in his application : — 

(rt) The academic distinctions which the candidate has obtained. He shall 
produce along with his application testimonials to satisfy the Board of Manaee- 
ment that he is in habits and character a fit and proper person to carry on the 
research that he proposes to undertake. 

(^) The subject in which he intends, if elected to the Scholarship, to carry 
on bis research. 

ir) The subject, if any, in which he has already specialised. 

Mi) The subject or subjects of any thesis of his which may have been accepted 
by the Calcutta University for the Premchand Royeband Studentship in any 
scientific subject or for Doctor’s degree of the CaJentta University in Medicine 
or any scientific subject or an equivalent degree of the University in Surgery or 
Obstetrics or some other inedioal subject. 

(e) A statement showing in what respect his investigation or research work 
appears to him to tend to the advancement of medical knowledge. 

(/) The candidate shall submit a thesis dealing with the lines of research 
he intends to undertake in bis subject. 

The Scholarship shall be open to Doctors of Medicine or Masters of Surgery 
or Obstetrics of the Calcutta Uoiversity or to distinguished Bachelors of 
Medifcine of the same University who have obtained the Master’s Degree in a 
Scientific subject and have obtained hononra in Medicine, Surgery or Obstetrics 
and wbo mnst not be of more than 12 years standing after graduating 
in Medicine on the first of September of the year preceding that of the award* 
and'^hb mnst not be more than 40 years of age on the same date. He must 
not have been recipient of tbe scholarship of either of two preceding awards. 
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As soon as the applications have been received, iba Board of Management 
■hall appoint a Selection Committee from amongst themselves consisting of not 
more than five members, one of whom will be the donor or his original or 
derivative nominee, and one or two experts to be co-opted by the latter to the 
Committee, provided that the first Selection Committee will consist of the Princi- 
pal, Medical College, Bengal, the Principal, Carmichael Medical College, Chemi« 
cal Examiner with the Government of Bengal, Dr. Syamaprasad Mooker;ce, 
Mr. S. C. Mahalanobis and the donor or his original or derivative mominee. 

The Selection Committee after taking expert’s advice, if deemed necessary, 
shall submit a report through the Board of Management to the Syndicate deal- 
ing with the qualifications of the candidate deserving of the Scholarship and tha 
grounds for such recommendation. Such report shall be forwarded by the Board 
to the Syndicate not later than the end of February, provided that the report 
of the Selection Committee for the year 1942 shall reach the Syndicate within 
two months after their appointment. 

The Board of Management or the Syndicate may, tor specified reasons, 
request ihe Selection Committee to reconsider their decision but shall not be 
competent to reverse it. 

The Selection Committee shall not be bound to recommend any candidate if 
in their judgment none cf the candidates is qualified to carry on research or 
investigation so as to be worthy of the Scholarship. 

The Scholar may collect materials for bis work in any suitable place for work 
therein for temporary periods subject to the approval of the Board of Manage- 
ment. 

The Scholar must bo in a position to devote not less than three hours a day, 
Sundays and holidays excepted to research work. If, however, he chooses to 
work on Sundays an i hdidays, his work will be counted as part of his duties, 
the Board of Management may extend the number of hours to four if deemed 
desirable for the sake of efficiency. 

The Scholarship shall not be held along with any other reseanffi scholarship 
and if it is awarded to a person who is already bolding a research scholarship or 
a paid appointment, he shall resign the same before lie may accept the Lady 
Brahmachaii Kesearch b'cholarship. If he is attached to a teaching institution 
other than medical, the same restrictions as above will apply m his case. If he 
is a medical man be may be allowed to be attached to auy recognised medical 
institution or to be eng-igod in private practice provided his duties in the institu- 
tion or his xirivale practice will not. interfere witli his duties as a Research 
Scholar. 

The Scholar will be allowed, with the approval of the Board of Management, 
to fix the time of Ins duty for his research. 

The Syndicate may, on the recommendation of the Board of Managemeut, 
make a yearly grant of Rs. 750 to the Scholar for conducting bis research. 

The Syndicate shall arrange for the publication of the work of the Scholar 
as soon as possible after its completion. 

The name of the Lady Brahmachari Research Scholar will be published in 
the Calcutta Gazette and in the Annual Calendar of the University. 

The Lady Brahmachari Research Scholar may with the permission of the 
Syndicate submit his work for the thesis of any Doctor’s or Master’s degree of 
this University but not for any scholarship or any studentship or any medal. 

Rules for the Award of Lady Brahmachari Readership in Medicine 

By Readership is meant special lecturership in a subject for a specified period 
given to a person highly reputed for bis knowledge in that subject. 

The Lady Brahmachari Readership lectures are intended for the benefit of 
graduates in Medicine engaged in medical research as well as of those who 
untend to prosecute their studies in some special branch of medicine. 
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The Lady Brabmachari Header will be appointed if and when funds 
amountinji: to fis. 1,200 are aTailable in the L»dy Brabmachari Beadership 
Fund and if there is a distinguished person deserving of the Readership. 

If in any year {he Selection Committee does not recommend any candidate 
who, in its opinion« is worthy of Lady Brabmachari Research Scholarship then 
the sum of money available therefrom will be refunded to tbe Lady Brabmachari 
Research Fund and earmarked for Lady Brabmachari Readership. Further 
another sura may be earmarked for the same purpose from time to time by 
keeping the scholarship in abeyance as stated in the conditions of the Lady 
Brabmachari Endowment. 

The Reader must be a person who has passed the M.B. Examination of the 
Calcutta University with Honours in Medicine or Surgery or Obstetrics and has 
obtained the degree of Doctor of Medicine or MasUr’s degree in Surgery or 
Obstetrics of the same University and has distinguished himself for his 
researches in Medicine or any of its ancillary sciences. Provided a person with 
international refiutation and honours for bis researches in medicine or its 
ancillary sciences may be appointed to the Readership without any of the 
preliminary University qualifications mentioned above. 

The appointment of Lady Brabmachari Readers will be made by the Senate 
on the recommendation of tbe Lady Brabmachari Scholarship Selection Com- 
mittee named before. 

Tbe Selection Committee, after such enquiry as they may deem necessary, 
shall, nor later than two months after their appointment, draw up a report, 
recommend’ng to the ‘'Senate tbe name of a distinguished person deserving of 
the Readership and possessing the necessary qualiCicatioiis mentioned above. 
The report shall specify the subject of the proposed lectures wuth a brief state- 
ment of their scope. 

The report of the Selection Committee shall be forwarded to the Syndicate 
by the Board of Mauageraent of the Lady Brabmachari Reeearch Fund in order 
that it may he laid before the Senate for confirmation as its next meeting or 
as soon as possible. 

The Selection Committee shall not be bound to recommend any person if in 
their judgment there is no one available who is qualified to he worthy of tbe 
Readership, and the unspent money will be available for a Readership in some 
future year. 

The Senate may, for specified reasons, request the Selection Committee to 
reconsider their decision but shall not be competent to substitute another name 
for the me recommended by the Committee. 

The Reader shall deliver lectures not less than once a w-eek, the total number 
of lectures being not less than eight. They will be delivered from such a date 
and at such a place as may be fixed by the Syndicate in consultation with 
him. 

The lectures shall be published by the University as soon as possible after 
their delivery, and after defraying the coat of publications the surplus sale 
proceeds shall be paid to the lecturer in whom the copy right of tbe lectures 
shall vest. 

Tl e name of the Reader will be printed in the Calender of the University 
and in the Calcutta Gazette. 

No person who is appointed a Reader shall be eligible for reappointment 
before the lapse of five years. Provided a person with international reputation 
and honours may be reappointed a Reader before the expiry of five years. 

The Syndicate may make snch a grant to the Reader as may be necessary 
for bis lectures.*’

This 
system was introduced at the suguestion of the Accountant-General, Bengal, 
approved by the Government of Bengal, so that all such payments would be 
supported by payees’ receipts after payment. Previously these examiners 
presented receipts in advance.

20, 0(^0 fcr which a guarantee is rerjuired to be given 
by the Bank to the Presidency Post Master, Ca'cutta, in connection with the 
payment of Money Orders by cheques, in addition to Ee. 1 on account of the 
cost of stamp required for the guarantee. (In this connection vide Item No. 
147-6, of Syndicate, dated the 15th July,\1939,) 

The Bond was last ordered to be renewed for one year by the Syndicate, 
dated the 20th July, 1940.

We have had to spend a pretty large amount on Laboratory and Geography 
Mufleuni last >ear and this left very little balance at oiir disposal for this 
purpose. Moreover, we have“been asked to construct the school buildings by 
Slst December, 1043 {vide your letter No. F.61G6-146, dated the 18lh December, 
1940) wit! out fail, otherwise the recognition will be withdrawn which the 
school has been enjoying so long. 

However, we have decided to depute a Giaduato teacher for a special 
training in Book-Kreping this y-ar; vocational classes will be opened as early 
S possible on his passing the required exauiinatioii. 

It is further stated tlial the school proposes to intro duce Book-Keeping as a 
vocational subject as soon as the accommodation problem is solved. The name 
of th© teacher to be in charge of the subject is Babu Nalinikanta Mukherjee, 
B.A. He will join tl.e B.Coni. Class for necessaiy training in July, 1911. 

N.B . — The school was granted exemption from the operation of i^ectinn 2(1) 
of Chapter XXI of the Begulations for the Matriculation Examination, 1941

training. 

He is assisted by 5 teachers in conducting drill aud house exercises in the 
school and often major games in the evening. 

N,B , — The school was granted exemption from the operation of Sections 2 (A) 
and 2 (m) for the Matric. Examination, 1941 (Item 163 of Syndicate, dated the 
20th December, 1940). 

Resolved — (I) That the exemption pra}ed for be granted 
up to the examination of 1942 and that the authorities of 
school be informed that they must make every effort to 
introduce training in at least one of the subjects mentioned 
in Section 2 (A), Chapter XXI of the Regulations, as early 
as possible. 

(2) That the present arrangement regarding Physical 
training be approved, but that the authorities of the school 
should appoint a Buchanan-trained Instructor at the earliest 
opportunity.

Our course extends over four 
years for the M.A and M.Sc. Examinations— f 2 years for the B.A. and B.Sc. 
Examinations and 2 years for the Post-Graduate course) as buch recognition 
cannot be recommended.

The Conference 
request tfiat adequate finaneial assi^itance ba given to the Association by the 
University of Oalo.itta and Corporation of Calcutta towards running their 
Summer Course of training in Librarianship in an efficient manner. * 

Head also a letter from the Librarian, University Library, on the subject of 
instituting a course of training in Librarianship leading to a Diploma in 
Librarianship in tins University. 

Ir, is stilted in support of his proposal for adoption of the s'hsme tha*, there 
are .it present j«bout 70 Colleges and 1,400 schools affiliated to the Univer.sity, 
each having a library of its own, but hitrdly any librarian trained in library 
practice and administration. The course may therefore, at the first stage, be 
thrown open to thi'se who are alnady working as librarians or library assistants 
in onr pciiools and colleges and then stage by stage to those who w’ould like to 
take up librarianship as a professional career. 

A set of draft Regulations and syllabus of study (which are merely tentative 
for the course) ha\e been submitted.

Bead the following Proceedings of the Appoint- 
ments and Information Board, dated the 26th July, 1941: — 

“1. The Secretary reported that Since the last meeting of the Board held 
on the 9th April, 1941, the Board had been requested to recommend candidates 
for 66 vacancies by different firms and Government of India offices. Apart 
from recomiTimdimr candidates the Board had ti> conduct an examination 
for recruitment of Port Commissioner’s clerk and ]imior and outdoor staffi 
which was held on the 24th May, 1941 at 7 a.ai. Tt is to he noted that on the 
date of exaruinalion Sir ^'homas hilderton, Chairman, Commissioners for 
the Port of Calcutta, paid a vi “ it to tho examination centre. Altogether 662 
candidates applied for admisi'ion to the examination of wliom 558 wers aUowed. 
Actually 611 candidates appeared at the examination of whom 61 were 
sons of retired or pre'^ent employees of Port Commissioner’s. The Board 
forwarded name of fust 155 candidates as well as the lesulta of sons of 
employees. 'The following firms had also agreed to untilise tlie ser\ices of the 
Board : —

2. Bead a letter, dated the 14th July. 3941 , fro«u the Seci'etary to the 
Government of Bengal, Kducation Department, enquiring about the result 
of negotiations which tlie Vice-Chancellor, Dacca University, carried on 
with the Appiunti ents Board in September, 1938, and also asking 
for a comprehensive leport on the working of the Board since its establish- 
ment. 

Note . — On the 4th August, 1938, the Secretary to the. Government of 
Bengal, Education Department, wrote to the University ‘suggesting the 
inclusion of a representative of the Dacca University as :» member of the 
Appointments Board and for considering cases of such selected candidates 
from Diicc-a as would be sponsored by the representative of the Dacca 
Univeisity on the Boa id. It was also stated that Dacca Employment 
Bureau would continue to function and independently to do its best to find 
appointments for the general number of its candidates. Tlie siiiigestions 
were considr re 1 by the Appointments Board at the request of the Syndicate 
on the 10th September, 1938 At ibis meeting of the Boaid tbe Vice- 
Chancellor of the Dacca University was present on invitation. 3’he Board 
discussed the ways and means as to how the Appointments Board would help 
Dacca University and a few suggestions to that effect were made to him 
for consideration. It may be mentioned that the following note was taken 
by the Vice-Chancellor, Dacca University, with a view to discussing the same 
with his colleagues at Dacca : — 

* The Calcutta University is prepared to accept names from Dacca Univer- 
sity to consider them while forwarding list of apprentices or candidates for 
employment to different firms provided that there is no separate Board in Dacca 
to carry on these functions, and Dacca University Vice-Chancellor will be 
invited to attend the Board meeting while discussing general questions of 
policy. ’ 
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After waiting for further communication from the Vice-Chancellor, Dacca 
University, on this subject, the University on the 19th December, 1938, replied 
to the Government, explaining the point of view of the Board and stating that 
in view of the practical difficulties it was unable to accept the proposal of ihe 
Government. But at the same time it was mentioned the Board would once 
afijain consider the matter after obtaining the views of the Vice-Chancellor, 
Da< ca University. 

The Board has not yet received any communication from the Vice- 
Chancellor, Dacca University, since then. At the same time an Office of the 
Employment Bureau, Dacca University, has been opened at Calcutta. 

Rtsolved — That the Government be informed that in view of the establish- 
ment of an Office of Dacca University Employment Bureau at Calcutta and 
also in view of the fact that the Vice-Cbancellor, Dacca University, did not send 
any further communication, the University does not propose to take any further 
steps in the matter. 

Rtfiolved furthei — That the reports of the Board for the last three years be 
immediately forwarded and the repcrt for the yeai 1940-41 be forwarded when 
leady. 

3. Considered applications from Mr. Sunilkutnat Bhadra and Mr. Kabindra- 
narayan Biswas, who had been taken as apprentices by Messrs. Jessop & Co., 
Ltil. for continuing their monthly stipends. 

(Mr. Sunilkumar Bhadra and Mr. Babindranaraynn Biswas were recom- 
mended by the Board and they were granted stipends of Rs. 15 per month for 
one year from 1 at June, 1940. Their progress of work has been reported as 
satisfactory). 

Resolved — That allowance at the rate of Rs. 15 per month be granted to each 
of the applicants for a period of one year frcm 1st June, 1911 to 31st May, 
1942.

Manipuri for the B.A. Examination 

The attitude of the University of Calcutta has always been very sympatbetic 
towbi (Is all backward languages, but the case for Manipuri for recognition as 
a language with an equal status with Bengali and other developed Modem 
Indian Languages upto the B-A. Examination i.s not at all a stroug < ne. The 
total number of printed books available in Manipuri is not yet 100 (one 
hundred), and moat of the«e are school broka, with a good few no longer in 
print. For Manipuri to be included in tl)e B.A. curriculum, there should be 
at least half-a-doztn good pro^’e works, translation or original ones, available 
in print, besides an equal number of verse ones. Looking at the list submitted 
to the Univereity of Calcutta, it seems that there is hardly any printed book 
which comes up to the required standard. A number of works suggested as 
suitable for the B.A. have already been piescnhed lor the M itriculation and 
the Intermediate Examinotions There o'lght to be a few reserve works for 
change for these two under-graduate examinations. 

Tlie University feels very syrapatlictically towards the representation made 
on behalf of Manipuri for inclusion in the B A. course, but as things stand, 
in the interest of higher education it cannot now receive tin's repi esentation 
favourably. The University will insist on the publication of a good Grammar 
of Manipuri in either Maniimri’or English which will give a detailed treatment 
of tho language and will be suitable for advanced students. Shingel Indu 
(No. <S9) and Moirang Thoihi (No. 88) would appear to be suitable for the B.A. 
judging from the subject- matter, but the University authorities must have a 
look at the books before these can be accepted as suitable. Some portions of 
the mad Bhagavata Purana in Manipuri translation should be aEo eruinenlly 
suitable, also the Manipuri • translation of the Chaitanya-Charitamrita but 
the^e should be sent to the University for inspection and opinion. 

If the supporters of Manipuri, including the Manipur Government, were 
to make available in print the following texts in addition, say within one 
year, then the question of the inclusion of Manipuri in the B.A. will be 
substantially assisted when it is presented before the University again.

I have the honour to address Government on the subject of m lintenaiice ot 
discipline in colleges and to submit far the consideration of Government that 
it has been suggested that for the enforcement of discipline in colleges mini-ged 
by Government or aided by them, the Principiis might be given authority to 
issue transfer certificates without payment of transfer fees to stuleuts whose 
presence in the college is undesirable. This power wo il 1, of course, be us^d 
very sparingly and after careful consideration. 

In this connection a reference is invited to rule 6 on page 81 of the Bengal 
Education Code in terms of which the admission, withdrawal, transfer, anl 
expulsion of students are regulated by the rule in Chapter XX 1 11 of tha 
Calcutta University Regulations and to paint out, among other things, tha‘ 
under the rules now m force the Principal of a college cannot grant transfer 
certificate to a student without a formal applicitun countersigned by his 
parent or guardian, nor can he excuse the payment of transfer fee without 
the 8an(5tion of the competent authority. Government may sanction extmip- 
tion of the transfer fee in Government colleges, but the concurrence of the 
University is esaential to the issue of the rules suggested. 

As however, the authority proposed to be given to the Principal would to a 
great extent remove the difficulty so often experienced now a days in our 
colleges, I would request that Government may be pleased to take this matter 
pp with (lie authorities of the University and have the transfer rules amended 
by them in the manner suggested above.

Senate Houses the 1941. 

It has been noticed that most of the students of this University, are unable 
to write Sanskrit in Devanagri Script even when they join the Post-Graduate 
Classes in Sanskrit. This is not only undesirable, but also inconvenient from 
many poit.ts of view. Answer papeis in Sanskrit written by our students are 
often sent outside Bengal for examination by Sanskrit scholars not acquainted 
with the Bengali script and they experience considerable difficulty in examining 
the papers if they are written in that script. StudeiGs themselves are also 
seriously handicapped when carrying on research woik, as most of the Sanskrit 
Texts are written in the Devanagri script. The mafter was considered by the 
Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate and they desire the undersigned to 
request the Heads of recognised schools and affiliated colleges to take necessary 
steps for encouraging students to write Sanskrit in the Devanagri script through* 
out their educational career.

Read a memo, dated the 15th August, 1941, from 
the Director, Board of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
Government of India, forwarding copy of a letter addressed 
to Professor P. C. Mitter according his approval to the 
appointment of Mr. Narayanchandra Ganguli as Research 
Assistant for work on the scheme on Atropine, Emetine, etc., 
under the Drugs Committee on Es. 150 per month from the 
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date of appointment for a period of 4 months and 25 days 
and slating that the work on the scheme will be carried out 
in the Laboratories of the University College of Science 
under the personal supervision and guidance of Professor 
P. C. Mitter. 

It h»3 been further stated that the patents, if any, resulting from the 
researches on the above scheme will vest in the Government of India and that 
Mr. Ganguly will have no right to publish them without the prior sanction of 
the Government. 

It has further been communicated that the Begistrar of the Punjab University 
has been requested to transfer the unspent balance of the grants relating to the 
scheme together with the equipment and any other chemicals purchased out of 
the grants to tho Registrar, Calcutta University. 

Bead also a memo, of the same date forwarding copy of 
a letter addressed to the Registrar, Punjab University, on 
the same subject. 

Resolved — That the proposal be accepted without prejudice 
to the general question of patent rights which is being 
considered by the University and Government separately as 
also to the question of modification of this form of agreement 
that may be reccssary in consequence of the solution of the 
Patents right qustion. 

96 . Bead an application, forwarded by the Officer-in- 
charge, Teachers’ Training Classes in Science of the Uni- 
versity, from Nur Ahmad, who after passing tlie B.Sc. 
Examination of the Dacca University has joined the 
Teachers* Training Certificate Course, praying that as in the 
cases of several such students he may be exempted from 
payment of the migration fee of Es.

Resolved — (1) That the statement of accounts be 
accepteda 

(2) That bills Nos. (2) to (6) be passed for payment. 

99. Read a letter, dated the 2Gth August, 1941, from 
the Secretary to the Government of Bengal stating that 
Government have considered the scheme for the teaching of 
Statistics by the University for the B.A., B.Sc., M.A. and 
M.Sc. Examinations and decided that before sanctioning 
the scheme, they must be satisfied (1) that its cost cannot be 
made by economy upon other schemes, (2) that as a matter 
of policy better trained statisticians are not provided by the 
present scheme of special training to which the Government 
of Bengal and the Government of India have contributed 
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considerably, (3) that the whole cost of the scheme is reason- 
able. 

Tt has further been stated that Government regret that they are unable to 
sanction the scheme at present and that it should be postponed until more is 
known about the general financial situation and the full implications of the 
scheme. 

Note . — On 3rd July, 1941, the Secretary to the Government of Bengal was 
requested to move Government to accord sanction to the scheme and to place at 
the disposal of the University necessary funds for giving effect to it. 

Resolved — That the Government be informed that classes 
in Statistics for the M.A., M.Sc., B.A. and B.Sc. Examina- 
tions will be held in the University for two years for the 
present and that with regard to the cost for the scheme the 
matter may be decided by the University and Government 
during this year. Government be also informed that a 
further communication will follow on the subject. 

100. Read a letter, dated the 28th August, 1941, from 
the Secretary, Councils of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts 
and Science, forwarding the following extract from the Pro- 
ceedings of the Executive Committee of the Council of Post- 
Graduate Teaching in Arts, dated the 26th August, 1941, 
together with a salary bill of Mr. L. S. Dugin, part-time 
Lecturer in Arabic and Persian, for the months of Septem- 
ber and October, 1941, and requesting that steps may be 
taken, if possible, to pass the bill to enable him to get his 
salary cheque in advance by Ist September, 1941, as he is 
going abroad on leave : — 

“68. Head a letter from Mr. L. S. Dugio, part-time Lecturer irj Arabic 
and Persian, stating that having been appointed Oriental Secretary to the 
French Legation at Kabul, ha will be compelled to suspend his lectures in the 
University classes, and praying that leave for one year from 1st September, 
1941 (of which three months on full pay and without pay for theremainirjg 
period), may be granted to him. 

(Mr. Dugin has been working as a part-time Lecturer since November, 
1932 — the first four years temporary and the last five years permanent.) 

Leave on full pay for three months is admissible. 

Resolved— That Mr. L. S. Dugin be granted lea\e on fuU pay for three 
months and leave without pay for ihe remaining nine months with effect from 
the 1st September, 1941. ’’ 

Resolved — That the Syndicate regret that the request can- 
not be complied with. 

101. Read a letter from Dr. S. N. Dasgupta, M.A., 
Ph.D. (Cal.), Ph.D. (Cantab.), D.Litt., Stephanos Nirma- 
lendu Ghosh Lecturer for 1939, forwarding MSS. of his 
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lectures, and requesting tliat his honorarium may be paid 
after the last lecture is delivered. 

The last lecture was delivered on the 29th August, 1941, 

Resolved — That the request be complied with. 

102 . The Registrar reported that it transpired on 
enquiry that Anirna Nandi, a pupil of the Dinajpur Sadar 
Girls’ School failed to pass the Test examination of the 
school, changed her name to Subrata Nandi and appeared at 
the Matriculation Examination of 1941, as a private student 
with Roll Bog. E. P. No. 4. 

This fart had hcen admitted by the father of the girl, Babu Sarojabandhu 
Nandi, who wrote that he had done all this in the interest of the girl’s marriage 
and was repentant for his action. 

Resolved — That the examination of the candidate be 
cancelled, and that she be debarred from appearing at any 
examination of this University until further orders. 

403 . Read a letter, dated the 29th August, 1941, from 
the Oflg, Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, forwarding 
the examination fee togetlier with the application of Pashu- 
pati Chakrabarti duly filled in and endorsed by the Principal 
in connection with the provisional admission of the candidate 
to the Final M.B. Examination in April, 1941. It is 

stated that the application has been forwarded at the 
instance of the Surgeon General with the Government of 

Bengal. 

Read also a memo. No. 7900-1, dated the 22nd August, 
1941, from the Surgeon-General with the Government of 

Bengal (in reply to this OCQce letter No. C. 854, dated the 
15th August, 1941), forwarding copy of a letter (No. 7900, 
dated the 22nd August, 1941) addressed to the Principal, Medi- 
cal College, Calcutta, permitting the Principal to forward the 
application form and the examination fee of the student to 

this University so that he (the student) may be informed of 
the result of his examination. 

A'ofe. — fl) The cnndidate was a student of the Calcutta Medical College. 
Hia application for permission to continue the M.B, course after his four failures 
at the examination was considered in the meeting of the College Council held 
on the 20th March, 1941, and it was decided that he could not be permitted 
to continue the M.B. course in contravention of the college rules and that he 
should be reverted to the Membership course. 

Subsequently the student preferred an appeal to the Surgeon-General with 
the Government of Bengal for permission to continue as an M.B. student. As 
the case was still under the consideration of the Surgeon-General, the Principal 
could not forward his application for admission to the examination. 
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The candidate wasi however, admitted to the Final M.B. Examination 
provisionaJlj on a letter from the Principal. 

Note.— (2) The candidate in his application, dated the 14th July, 1941, prayed 
that his case might be favourably considered and that his examination results 
might be published. The application was placed before the Syndicate on 25th 
July, 19 Jl, when the following resolution was passed : — 

‘That the Surgeon-General with the Government of Bengal be addressed on 
the subject and that the matter be brought up for consideration on receipt of a 
reply from the Surt’ con -General.’ 

'I’he Surgeon General was addressed accordingly in this Office letter 
Ko. C. 864, dated the 16th August, 1941. 

Resolved — That the results of the candidate at the exa- 
mination be published. 

104 . Read a letter, dated the 27th August, 1941, from 
Prof. M. N. Saha, forwarding the following two quotations 
for making electrical connection from the junction box of the 
sub-station to the Cyclotron House for supply power to the 
Cyclotron machine (about 100 Kilowatts) and requesting 
that the tender of Messrs. Balmer Lawrie & Co., Ltd., 
for Rs. 2,500 may be accepted.

Read also a note from the University Engineer, stating 
that the suggestions of the Professor may be accepted. 

Note, — The amount will be available from the sum of Rs. 5,000 provided for 
the electrical and water connections to the Cyclotron House. 

Resolved — That the tender of Messrs. Balmer Lawrie & 
Co., Ltd., forRs. 2,506 be accepted. 

105 . Read a letter, dated the 25th July, 1941, from the 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Education Depart- 
ment, Pjducation Branch, on the subject of collection of 
Statistics of ex-students of non-Government colleges. 

The Registrar placed before the Syndicate a draft reply 
on the subject. 

Note,— On the 3Ist March, 1937, Government of Bengal, Department of 
Educa.ion, forwarded a copy of resolution passed by the Central Advisory Board 
of Ed iication at their meeting held at New Delhi on the 14th December, 1936, 
suggesting that * with a view to ascertaining as accurately as possible the exact 
extent of unemployment amongst educated persons, the colleges and universities 
should endeavour to keep in touch with their students after they left the institu- 
tion.* On the 23rd April, 1937, a circular was issued asking the non-Government 
colleges to collect such statistics but no response was received. On the 27th 
August, 1939, another circalar was issued, followed by a reminder ou the 4th 
September, 1939, to the non-Government colleges affiliated to this University, 
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but this time too the response received by different colleges from their ex-students 
was very meagre, although every college published notices in the newspapers for 
this purpose. 

Resolved — That the draft be approved. 

106. Read a letter, dated the 29th August, 1941, from 
Profossor M. N. Saha, forwarding a letter from Mr. K. N. 
Ghosh, Air-conditioning Engineer, recominending the 
appointment of Mr. Barindra Ghosh as mechanic on Es. 50 
per month and Sudhindrachandra Majumdar as Laboratory 
boy on Rs. 15 per month with effect from 3rd February, 
1941, under the auspices of the Board of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. 

Resolved — That the recommendation be accepted. 

107. Read a letter, forwarded by the Director of Public 
Instruction, Assam, from the Principal, St. Edmund’s 
College, Shillong, requesting that he may be permitted to 
admit L. K. Viswanath who passed the last Matriculation 
Examination of this University, into the Ist-year I. Sc. Class 
of the college with Alternative Paper in English as one of 
his subjects in lieu of an Indian Vernacular. 

It is stated that the father of the student is Personal 
Assistant to the Minister of Finance, Assam Government, 
has been living in Shillong since 1930 and that the student 
has no adequate knowledge of literary Tamil and that there 
are no facilities for the study of Tamil in Shillong or in the 
province of Assam. 

Tn forwarding the letter, the Director of Public Instruction, Assam, requests 
that the permission asked for may be granted as a special case. 

The letter from the Principal bears the following endorsement from the 
Hon’ble the Education Minister, Assam : — 

* I think the prayer should be granted otherwise it will be putting the 
student under a handicap.* 

Resolved — (1) That the application be granted but that 
the candidate be informed that if he joins the B.A. course 
in futiure he must take up Tamil or any other recognised 
Indian Language. 

(2) That the Principal be informed that in case the 
student joined the college after 31st July, 1941 or has not 
joined the college as yet his late admission should be duly 
reported. 

108. Read a letter, dated the 12th August, 1941, 
from the Head Master, City College School (permanently 
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recognised), Calcutta, requesting that the three classes of 
students, noted below, reading in the school, may be allow- 
ed the option of answering their papers in different subjects, 
other than Vernacular and Classical Language, in English 
at the Matriculation Examination for five years more: — 

(1) Students speaking Urdu, Hindi, etc. 

(2) Students offering Alternative Paper in English in 
lieu of Vernacular. 

(3) Students who failed in previous Matriculation Exa- 
minations in which they had the option of answering papers 
in English instead of in Vernacular. 

Xote — Under item 11 of Syndicate, dated the 12th May, 1938, the Urdu 
and the Hindi speaking students of the school were allowed the option to 
prepare and answer papers in Mathematics, Science, Geography, Hygiene, 
etc. in English for the Matriculation Examination of 1940 and 1941 only. 

Resolved — (1) That the Head Master be informed that 
students who have taken up a Major Vernacular must 
write their answers in the subjects other than English in 
the same Major Vernacular taken up by them. 

(2) That the attention of the Head Master be drawn 
to Circular No. S-351 N.M., dated the 3rd May, 1941, re 
medium of Examination in Mathematics for students whose 
Major Vernacular is Urdu. 

109 . Read a letter, dated the 16th August, 1941, from 
the Registrar, University of Travancore, requesting that he 
may be furnished with information on the following 
points : — 

(i) The nature of the relations of your University with the Provincial 
Government, the extent and character of the control which the Provincial 
Government exercises over the administratiou and affairs of the University as 
also the mode of exercise of such control. 

(n) The contribution made by the Government to the funds of the Uni- 
Teraity. 

(m) The control exercised by the Provincial legislature over the Government 
grant to the University. 

(it?) Whether in voting or sanctioning the grant, the legislature discusses 
the details of the work and the policy of the University. 

Resolv^ed — That a suitable reply be sent. 

110 . Read a letter, dated the 27th May, 1941, from 
the Assistant Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Edu- 
cation Department, Education Branch, forwarding copy of 
Home (Political) Department Memo. No. 2986-17, dated 
the 29th April, 1941, and its annexure, and requesting that 
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a report of the steps taken by the University for the pro- 
tection of irreplaceable records or articles of great national 
value against possible Air Raid may be forwarded at an 
early date. 

Resolved — That the Assistant Secretary be informed 
that the matter is under consideration. 

111. Read a letter from the Secretary, Board of Inter- 
mediate and Secondary Education, Dacca, forwarding in 
reference to this Office letter No. C-5336-S.O., dated the 
10th May, 1940, the following extracts from the Proceedings 
of the meeting of the Board held on 12th August, 1940, 
regarding rules for charging Migration fee from students 
of the Board who join colleges under this University and 
requesting that in the circumstances therein stated, the 
Syndicate might be moved to reconsider the question and 
take necessary steps so that the rule may be abolished : — 

“17. Chairman placed before the Board letter No. C-5336-S, dated the 
11th May. 1940, from the Ilegiatrar, Calcutta Univeraity informing the 
inability of the Syndicate to accept the proposal of the Board to abolish the 
rule of charging Migration fee from students of institutions within the jurisdic- 
tion of tie Board for joining colleges under the Calcutta University. 

Resohed — That as suggested by Mr, J. Chakrarorti, representative of 
the Calcutta University, another reference be made to that University, stating 
that although the area of the Board is outside their jurisdiction, it is within 
the same I’rovince and that the Dacca University does not charge any Migration 
fee from students coming from the Calcutta University although it realises fees 
from students coining from Universities outside Bengal. 

(Relevant extract from the Minutes of the Syndicate, dated the 26th April, 
1940) 

*58. Read a letter from the Socretaiy to the Board of Intermediate and 
Secondary Education, Dacxia, forwarding the following extract from the 
Proceedings of the meeting of the Board held on the 29th January, 1940, and 
requesting that necessary steps may be taken by the University so that the 
rule of charging the Migration fees in respect of the students of the Board, 
who join the Calcutta University, may be abolished 

“ That proper authorities be moved to abolish the rule of charging Migration 
fee from students of institutions within the jurisdiction of the Board for :oining 
the I. A., B.A. or M.A. Classes of colleges under the University of Cal utta 
specially in view of the fact that the Dacca Board does not charge any Migra- 
tion fee from students who come from institutions under that University. 

Resolved — That the Syndicate regret that they are unable to accept the 
proposal.’ 

The above matter was placed before the Syndicate on the 11th November, 
1940, when its consideration was postponed. 

Bead also a letter No. 4992, dated the 5th August, 1941, 
from the Secretary, Board of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education, Dacca, stating in reference to this Office letter 
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No. C-3-249-S.O , dated the 6th December, 1940, that 
altogether 0 ^9 students of the Calcutta University joined 
colleges under the Board after passing the Matric. Exami- 
nation in 1939 y 

The above is the reply to this Office letter No. C-3249-50, dated the 9th 
D.^ce nber, 1940, asking for a statement showins the actual number of students 
who uiit* rated to the Dacca Board from this University during the year 1939, 
In that connection the Secretarv of the Board was informed that about 222 
students joined this University on migration from the Dacca Board during that 
year. The amount involved is, therefore Rs. 3,330.’* 

Resolved — That the matter be referred to the University 
Finance Committee. 

112. Read a letter, dated the 11th August, 1941, from 
the General Secretary, Calcutta University Athletic Club, 
enquiring if the Calcutta University will participate in 
the coming Inter-University Swimming Competition to be 
held at Allahabad. 

It IS also stated that the University Swimming Club 
is not controlled by the Calcutta University Athletic Club. 

Read also the following note from the Secretary, Stu- 
dents’ Welfare Committee, Calcutta University, on the 
subject : — 

The Students’ Welfare Committee wihe-h organised the Intcr-ColIegiate 
Swimming Competition till last year decided to cease organising the competition 
to enable the Calcutta University Athletic Club to form a swimming section 
in view of the fact that swimming was included as an event for Inter-University 
competition. 

A special committee was appointed last year for organising an Inter-Uni- 
versity tournament at Calcutta in November. As no entries were received from 
other Universities the tournament could not be held and the committee did 
not meet. 

I do not know whether the Calcutta University Athletic Club has organised 
a swimming section. The Students* Welfare Committee has not made any 
provision for swimming in the budget for the year 1941-42. 

Read also a letter, dated, the 27th August, 1941, from the 
General Secretary Calcutta University Athletic Club, re cost 
to be incurred by this University for participating in the 
Inter-University Swimming Competition to be held at 
Allahabadi 

]Vote.— The amount may be met out of the closing balance of the University 
Athletic Club Fund. 

Resolved — That the matter be referred to the Committee 
of Management of the Calcutta University Athletic Club. 
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113 . Read a note from the Controllor of Examinations 
on the results of Rolls Pub. 195 and 207, candidates at the 
Matriculation Examination of 1941. 

Resolved — That necessary correction be made in the 
original Rolls and the name of the successful candidate be 
correctly published. 

114 . Read a memo., dated the 20th June, 1941, from 
the Director of Agriculture, Bengal, forwarding a copy of 
letter, dated the 24th May, ]941, from Prof. S. P. Agharkar, 
Head of the Department of Botany to the Director of Agri- 
culture, Bengal, expressing his views on the scheme for 
research on Soil Bacteria (submitted by Rai Bahadur G. C. 
Chatterjee) proposed to be undertaken by the University 
under the auspices of the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research which (Scheme) was forwarded to the Director of 
Agriculture with the approval of the Syndicate. Prof. 
Agharkar states that the particular aspects of the problem 
proposed for investigation have not been indicated, and that 
the age of the author (whe is more than 70 years of age) was 
likely to militate against the proposal and suggested that the 
scheme be returned to the author for elucidation and placed 
for consideration at the next meeting of the Bengal Provin- 
cial Agricultural Research Committee. 

Read also a memo., dated the 28th May, 1941, from the 
Director of Agriculture, Bengal, forwarding a copy of a letter, 
dated the 22nd May, 1941, from the Head of the Department 
of Chemistry to the Director of Agriculture, Bengal, on the 
above subject. 

Read also an endorsement, dated the 15th August, 1941, 
from Prof. H. K. Mookerjee, forwarding a letter from Rai 
Bahadur G. C. Chatterjee, Honorary Lecturer, Proto-Zoo- 
logy offering his remarks on the observations made in regard 
to the “ the scheme for study of Soil Bacteria of Calcutta 
and the neighbouring districts under the auspices of the 
Imperial Council of Agricultural Research ” for transmission 
to the Director of Agriculture, Bengal. 

The Syndicate on 19th April, 1941, considered the proposed scheme 
isvhich was forwarded by Prof. H. K. Mookerjee with the remarks that the

Read a letter from Dr. R. K. Das, who was 
appointed a Special University Reader on a honorarium of 
Rs. 500 and who delivered his lectures in July last, request- 
ing that the honorarium may be advanced to him as he 
expects to leave India at any moment and stating further 
that he expects to submit his 6nal treatise for publication, 
in about a year. 

Resolved — That Mr. Das be informed that the hono- 
rarium vvill be paid on receipt of the manuscripts of his 
lectures ready for publication. 

116. Read a letter, dated the 24th August, 1941, frbm 
the Director of Public Instruction, Assam, stating that in 
connection with the proposal for an extension of affiliation 
of the M. C. College, Sylhet, in Bengali (2nd Language) to 
the B.A. (Pass and Honours) standards, the Government 
of Assam have sanctioned the appointment of two teachers 
for Bengali alone as requested by the University and that 
the undermentioned gentlemen have been appointed tem- 
porarily in these posts : —

It is requested that necessary steps may be taken for 
the affiliation of the college in Bengali i'2nd Language) to 
the B.A. Pass and Ilonours standards from the session- 
1941-42. 

Resolved — (1) That the Director of Public Instruction, 
Assam, be informed that the Syndicate regret that they 
have to adhere to their previous decision. 

(2) That the Director be further informed that the ques- 
tion may be taken up for consideration if affiliation of the 
college is sought from the session 1942-43. 

117. Read an application forwarded by the Principal, 
St. Edmund’s College, Shillong, from Rameschandra 
Bhatia, who intends to join the Ist-year Class of the college’ 
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praying that he may be permitted to take up Urdu as 
Vernacular in which the college is not aflSliated for the I. Sc. 
Examination. 

It is stated that the candidate will receive instruction in 
the subject through private tuition. 

The Principal states that he has not been admitted 
pending orders from the University and requests that special 
cases like this one may kindly receive sympathetic considera- 
tion. 

Note — It appears that the student also intends to take up Botany for the 
I. Sc. Examination in which the college has not yet been formally affiliated 
(the question of affiliation in Botany is pending boforo Governments although 
no application for takiog Botany has been separately submitted. 

Resolved — That in view of the fact that the college 
admits candidates with subjects in which the college is not 
affiliated and that the Syndicate on various occasions 
objected to this procedure and warned the college not to 
admit such students in future, the Syndicate regret that 
the application of the candidate cannot be granted.

— During the last part of 1940-11. a number of girls were removed 
from uulicensed cheap bof«rdiDg hou*es to licensed hostels, the University paying 
on an average Rs. 10 for each 'jirl per month (Syndicate, item No 176 (5>, 
dated the 19th April, 1941). Removal of poor girls to the licensed hostels, 
where the standard of living is maintained at a pietiy high level, cannot be 
considered an ideal arrangement inasmuch as this car ses an unnecessary 
increase in the personal expenses of the individual stipendiary (which she can 
ill-aflford) and a certain amount of dissatisfaition and consequent unhappiness 
for being unable lo live like the other boarders of the ho^tel. In this new 
hostel Hindu girls would be able to live comfortably, by paying only their 
messing charges. It wn'll also be easy to maintain discipline in an institution 
which is not run for profit.

tion ol the Libraiy. 

The recommendations of the Librarian are as follows : — 

(1) The Library is in need of much more accommodation. At present one of 
the rooms, which is partly occupied by us for cataloguing section of the Library 
and the entiie wail-space of which has been occupied by our almirahs, may be 
placed entirely at our disposal. 

(2) The almirahs which have been affected by white-ants and which are not 
safe for use may be removed and sold out or be refitted with open racks so as to 
accommodate the books stacked in several places. 

(3) All the mutilated and worm-eaten books and stray numbers of magazines 
may be weevled out. This worm-eaten books are a source of danger if they will 
be allowed to be kept in the Library. 

(4) Arrangements may be made for the disposal of a number of Sadler Com- 
missiou Reports (received from the Registrar’s Office) after keeping 0 sets for 
the Library. 

(5) The general stack is also more than full and it is increasingly becoming 
more and more difficult to accommodate the new acquisitions. Our further 
recommendation therefore is that the hall now being occupied by the Coinmer- 
oial Museum be placed at our disposal. 

Mote re : the accommodation and weeding of the mutilated and 
worm-eaten books 

I beg to report that a largo number of books forming parts of the special 
collections which have been kept in the two-storeyed glass almirahs in a room 
opposite the Commercial Museum has been affected by white-ants which have 
made their way throughout in the upper shelves of the almirahs and also in 
some places of the lower shelves which have been more or less affected. Some 
of these books (a list of which is enclosed) have been entirely destroyed. Last 
year this mischief was twice detected in two places when we had to remove 
books from the almirah and keep them on the floor and made an attempt to 
check the spread of these insects by applying “ Cieosote,” “ Verkil ” and 
kerosino on the affected parts, but we now find that it is not possible to destroy 
altogether these white-ants which have made their abodes in several places 
152— 1876B 
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along tbe walls and the ceiling. All the books from those almirahs have to be 
kept tJuL. For want of ttccommodatiou we are uqable to keep them arranged 
and have been compelled to keep thetn in stacks in several places, more or less 

unpri'tected. 

Besides, a number of mutilated books, stray number of magazines and a 
large number of copies of Sadler Commission Report.-^ (about 300 volumes! which 
have been received from the Records Office of the Oniversity have occupied 
additional spaces in the Library. 

We feel that unless additional space are immediately placed at our disposal 
biK.ks shall have to be kept exposed to ravages by nature, worms and insects 
and the most unequal weather of our couuiry.

Resolved — That the application be granted subject to the 
conditions laid down in Section 4-A, Chapter XXXI of the 
Regulations and that the applicant be directed to apply at

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inability to comply with the request saying that the money had already been 
spent by him on matters connected with his impending departure.

The Registrar placed before the Committee a statement of expenditure that 
woul<l be necessary for the maintenance of the hostel for the current sepsion. 


iVofe.— During the last part of 1940-41, a number of girls were removed from 
unlicensed cheap boarding houses to licensed hostels, the University paying on 
an average R'. 10 for each girl per month (Syndicate item No. 176 (5), dated 
the 19th April, 1941). Removdl of poor girls to the licensed hostels, where the 
stands! rd of living is maintained at a pretty high level, cannot be considered 
an ideal arrangement inasmuch as this causes an unnecessary increase in the 
person 1 1 expenses of the individual stipendiary (which she can ill-afiford) and 
a certain amount of dissatisfaction and consequent unhappiness for being 
unable to live like the other boarders of ti e hostel. In this new Hostel Hindu 
girls would be able to live comfortably by paying only their messing charged. 
It will also he easy to maintain discipline in an iii'ititutiou which is not run for 
profit.

It has been 
found that the original plan of having an one-storied building did not give us 
sufficient room for biological and other physical work. So we sat down together 
and drew up a new plan in consultation with the engineer. A few rooms have 
to be added on the second story, and according to the estimate of the engineer, 
the total cost for the second story inclusive of electrical connection and Sduitary 
fittings would come up to Rs. 8,G22 (eight thousand six hundred and twenty- 
two'. The engineer lias satisfied me and himself that the new plana would not 
interfere with the plan of the building contemplated on the rest of the site, for 
locating the other departments. 

Financial Position — Rs. 20,000 has been provided in the budget for the cyclo- 
tron building and the contractor’s estimate for the first story is Ra. 15,456. 
This leaves us a balance of Rs. 4,544 from the sanctioned amount. So the 
net extra amount needed for completing the second floor is Rs. 8,622— Rs. 4,544 = 
Rs. 4,078. 

I would request the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndicate to sanc- 
tion this amount either in the supplementary budget or from the existing cyclo- 
tron fund. If it is sanctioned from the second source, it may be replenished in 
the next year’s budget from a special grant. ”

I beg to inform you that that the Junior Military Certificate Examination is 
in force for the las.t 3 years and now many cadets of this Corps have become 
eligible for the Senior Military Certificate Examination this year. 

The Officers of this unit have been giving various lectures and practical 
demonstrations and instructions to the cadets appearing for the Junior Military 
Certificate Examinations for all these years which work on the part of my 
officers is voluntary. 

A certain number of special lectures have to be given every year in addition 
to the above-mentioned lectures (theorectical and practical) throngliout the year, 
and for the first two years, services of the Kcgular Officers had been requisition- 
ed for the purpose and the University, I understand, paid certain remuneration 
for every period of such lectures. 

From last year these special lectures are being delivered by the Officers of 
the Corps, and the attached list will show that 20 special lectures each are 
required for the Junior and Senior Military Certificnte Examinations. For the 
special lectures delivered last year no remuneratiou was paid. 

It is estimated that every year there will he at least 50 candidates for the 
Junior and 25 candidates for the Senior Military Certificate Examinations. 
Each candidate pays a fee of Bs. 3 for the examination. 

In view of this, I would request you to consider the question of remuneration 
for the special lectures delivered hy the Officers of this unit at the rate of Bs. 10 
for each period of lecture. The toti i amount on that account is not estimated to 
exceed Bs. 400 a year.

The Committee is of opinion that the agreement as it stands cannot be 
approved and that scholars carrying on researches under the scheme should 
enter into an agreement with the University in the matter. 

With a view to clarifying the matter Sir S. S. Bbatnagar be invited to 
oUend the next meeting of the Committee. 
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Sir S. S. Bhatnagar, Kt., D.Sc., F.In^it.P., attended on invitation 

the meeting of the Committee held on the 8th September, when the matter 
was diBCussed with him and the following note was received from him on the 
subject : — 

' As soon as a research has been completed a notice to this eiSect is sent 
to the Director of Scientific and Industrial Besearch. He gets a non-technical 
pamphlet prepared in which the costings of the process, the economics of the 
product, the availability of the raw materials and if possible export and import 
figures are supplied. The note is then circulated to the University concerned 
to the Supervisor under whom the work has been conducted, to the various 
Chambers of Commerce, Banks, important business men in the country and 
any other parties that are interested in the inquiry. Offers are then invited 
from the parties interested and they are considered by the Industrial Research 
Utilisation Committee which consists of some of the most important business 
men in this country and which is presided over by the Hon’ble the Commerce 
Member. The University or the research worker can suirgest names of any 
parties whom they know to be interested and the terms on which they would 
purchase the use of a process or invention. On the recommendation of the 
Utilisation Committee, the recommended offer is communicated to the research 
worker, and the final offer is approved by the Government In the case of a 
University or a research institution wanting a share in the royalties or in the 
lump sum transactions which may ensure ; the University, the research worker 
and the Government propose to divide the financial benefits equally amongst 
themselves. ’ 

The Committee adopted the proposal that financial benefits arising out of 
patents or processes should b*" shared equally by Government, the University 
and the researcher. It was further resolved that the agrreraent form should 
be so modified as to make it obligatory for the research scholsr to act under 
the inatructiona of the Professor under whom he works, in all dealings with 
.Government. ”

Dear Sir, 

I am enclosing a cheque for Rs. 25,997-6-9 (Rupees Twenty-five thousand 
nine hundred and ninety-seven and annas six and pies nine only) endorsed in 
my favour by Mrs. Clarice Grace Solomon, administratrix to the estate of 
R. O. Paha i deceased), which cheque has been duly endorsed by me in favour 
of the University of Calcutta. 

The Syndicate will lecall Mr. R. O. Raha, M.A., B.L., Barrister-at-Law, 
servf'd the University as Inspector of Hostels and Messes from 1933 to January, 
1939, when he died after a short illness. Mr. Raha left a Will (copy of which 
18 enclosed) appointing his sister Dr, Jessie Griffiths as the sole executrix to 
the Will. The Will directed the executrix to collect, the holdings of Mr. Raha 
and after payment of his liabilities to make over the balance to me for safe 
investment for the purpose of founding a scholarship or scholarships as per 
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terms of the WjII. Mrs. Solomon, the administratrix to the estate, has sent me 
a letter and a statement of accounts (oriirinsl enclosed) informing me that a sum 
of Es. 25.097-6-9 pies is payable to me under the Will for the purposes mentioned 
therein. 

Af fording to the Will I am to invest the amount received by me in some 
safe in\c8trueiit and when the said sum together with the accumulation of 
interest amounts to hucIi a sum as will carry an interest of Es. 900 (Eupees 
nine hundred) or more per annum, I am to make over the said accumulated 
mount to the ITniversity of Calcutta. As T have already stated, the amount 
handed over to me is Es. 25,997-6-9 pies which will now earn interest of about 
L’s. 900 if invested in SJ per cent. G. P. Notes. 

The general purpose for which the scholarship is to be awarded is indicated 
in the Will. \ sehohirship will be awarded every 3rd-ycar and will be of 
Es. 75 or more per month open to deserving students of Bengali parentage of 
Calculta University. The purpose of the scholarship may be one of the follow- 
irg or if none of the purfiosea is possible tin n for any other purpose as near as 
possible to one or other of the following : — 

(a) Practical Aeronautics. 

(h) Practical Submarine Training. 

(c) Practical Military Training. 

(di Training in up-to-date methods of rural reconstruction and handicrafts 
and for assisting such students as may have completed their training 
to maintain themselves for a year if tliey have set up their own 
enterprise. 

I hope the University will accept the amount sent by rne and will order it 
to b-‘ invested proi erly as a separate fund, the corpus of which will not be drawn 
upon but the interest he utilised in order to give effect to the wishes of late 
Mr. Eaha. I suggest a small committee should he appointed by the Syndicate 
to draw up the etails of the terms and conditions of the scholarship which 
under the direction of Mr. Raha is to bo named after bis father, the late Dr. 
Karnalkrishna Haha. 

I have liad ilie privilege of coming into close contact with Mr. Raha during 
my stay in England in 1926. In 1933 he accepted a University appointment as 
Inspector of Hostels and Messes. He was for a long time connected with the 
Y. M. C. A both in India and England and had also devoted himself to stu- 
dents’ problems and many kinds of humanitaiian work. He was called (o the 
Bar while he was in England hut temperamentally the legal profession had not 
much attracrion for him. He longed to dcrticate his life to quiet steady 
^intellectual work but unfortunately could not get any opportunity to do so. 
The work he was doing in the University as Inspoctt)r of Hostels and 
Mfspes was indeed valuable and he pr -ved himself in a very short time to be 
a loyal and devoted servant of the University. It is true he served the Uni- 
versity for less than 6 years hut such was his unstinted anxiety tor the uplift of 
his countrymen th it lie did not hesitate to leave every thing that he had to the 
care of the University in fur! herance of practical studies, most of which are 
intimately connected with the training for national defence. The Syndicate 
passed a re.soliilion of condolence after his death in 1939. But I have no doubt 
both the Syndicate and the Senate will record n ^lesh tribute of ro.speot to the 
memory of the deceased for his benefaction, which in view of its peculiar nature 
will keep the name of Mr. Eaha ever fresh in the minds of persons connected 
with the University. 

There is one matter to which 1 would draw the attention of the Syndicate. 
Mr. Eaha who was a bachelor, was greatly concerned about one of his sisters 
Dr. Jessie Griffiths who is now about 60 years old. In fact it was his wish that 
she would enjoy for life the interest of the estate he would leave behind after 
which it would bo entirely at the disposal of the University. The Will waa 
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written out only shortwhile before his demise and it does not specially contain 
»ny such provision. 

I know the circumstances of the family personally and I strongly recommend 
for the consideration of the Syndicate that a compassionate pension of Hs. 60 
per month be sanctioned to Dr. Jessie Griffiths for life. I hope in view of the 
special circumstances of the case tho Syndicate will accept this proposal of 
mine.

Mookerjee Eoad, Cakutta, who will invest the sum in some safe investment 
and wdicD the said sum together with the accumulation of interest amounts to 
such a sum as will carry an interest of Hs. 900 or more per annum to makoover 
the said accumulated amount to the authorities of tlie Uni\eisity of Calcutta for 
the purpose of awarding every third year to such dc-ei ving students of Bengali 
parentage of the sanie University a scholarship of Et, 75 or moie month for 
the period of 3 yeais for any of the following purposes or if for any reason none 
of these purposes are possible, then fi*r any purpose a<' near as possible to one or 
other of tliese (Ai Practical Aeronautics, e.g.^ solo flight races, flights, inventions 
to ensure commercial or aerial advantages to India, risky or difficult aer:al inves- 
tigations. iB) Practical submarine on lines similar to (A'. (C) Practical 
military works on lines similar to (A) and vB). (Di Training in up to date 
methods of rural reconstruction and handicrafts and for assisting such students 
who ha\e completed their training to maintain themselves for a year after 
they set up their own enterprise. 

These scholarships are to be called “ Dr. Karnal Krishna Eaha Scholar- 
ships. ” Tlte details of the terms and conditions upon which the Scholarships 
are to be awarded are to be framed by the then authorities of the University of 
Calcutta.

I am directed to submit the report on the working 
of the Appointments and Information Board for Jthe 
year ended 31st May, 1941, with the request that the 
same may be placed before the Hon’ble the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Syndicate of the University of 
Calcutta. 
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2. The Board was re-constituted by the Syndicate 
on the 4th June, 1940, for two years with effect from 
the 1st June, 1940. During the period under review 
there was no change in the personnel of the Board. 

3. Before reviewing its work during the period 

1940-41 the Board considers it appropriate to invite 
the attention of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and 
the Syndicate to the reference which was made by 
His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India in course of his address delivered at the 
Aimual Meeting of the Associated Chambers of Com- 
merce of India, on the 21st December, 1936, to the 
efforts which were then being made by the University 
of Calcutta in collaboration with the Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce for the establishment of the Appoint- 
ments Board. His Excellency said : “ It is in 

collaboration between educational authorities and 
institutions and prospective employers that in my 
view lies the best hope of working out effective schemes 
to deal with a question of critical importance and 
urgency. I am well aware of the difficulties, and 
I am not without experience in my own country of 
the problem of unemployment, and of its baneful 
and cruel effect on some of the best elements in the 
nation. The Presidency of Bengal has distinguished 
itself by the active steps which it has taken to deal 
with the whole matter.” It is indeed a matter for 
gratification to the Board that the work which it 
started in the middle of 1937, has been appreciated 
by His Excellency. In acknowledging the report of 
the Board for the year 1939-40, the Deputy Private 
Secretary to His Excellency the Viceroy vnrote to the 
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Board on the 16th November, 1940, that “ a copy of 
the Report of the Appointments and Information 
Board, Calcutta University, for the year 1939-40, was 
laid before His Excellency who wishes me to convey 
his congratulations to the Board on the good work 
done during the year under review and sends his good 
wishes for its continued success in future.” The 
Board takes this opportunity to record its grateful 
thanks to His Excellency for his good wishes and 
the interest he evinces in the activities of the 
Board. 

4. The activities of the Board during the year 
under review were considerably restricted on account 
of the continuation of the War. The trade and 
industries of the country, on whose support the Board 
mainly depends, had to curtail their activities owing 
to War. Naturally, all this had its inevitable effect 
on the work of the Board. It must, however, be 
admitted that the War is responsible for the expansion 
of engineering and other allied industries which supply 
War materials. But as all such industries ' require 
technically trained men, the Board, which mainly 
deals with the students of the University, could not 
take much advantage of the situation. As a matter 
of fact, there is still a very great demand for Mechanical 
Engineers, Electrical Engineers, Chemical Engineers, 
Chargemen, Foremen, Tracers, Estimators, Draughts- 
men, Electricians, etc., the number of such men turned 
out by educational institutions being extremely hmited. 
The Board is even now unable to supply such men 
when requested to do so. In this connection, the 
Board considers it desirable to point out that in view 
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of the dearth of technically quahfied men, Bengal 
and Assam have not been able to utilise the new 
opportunities created by War industries. Even if 
it be argued that the present demand for technically 
qualified men is purely temporary, it may be stated 
that during the post-war reconstruction period which 
is likely to make India more industrialised, the demand 
for such men would increase. It is, therefore, time 
that the educational programme of the province were 
re-drawn, so far as the technieal side of it is concerned, 
with an eye to the future demand, so that the provinces 
of Bengal and Assam may make the best possible 
use of the opportunities. 

5. During the year under review a few more 
commercial and industrial concerns agreed to utilise 
the services of the Board and also to accommodate 
its candidates either for employment or training. 
The number of business houses co-operating with 
the Board at the end of the year was 200 as compared 
to 13 at the beginning of the first year of its work. 
The increase from 13 to 200 in course of 4 years reveals 
that the Board has been able to instill confidence 
into the minds of the heads of business houses who 
were at the outset not very sure about its utility and 
success. Besides receiving assistance from the business 
houses during the year under review, the Board was 
also consulted by some of the Departments of the 
Government of India in the matter of recruitment. 

6. The number of applications received for 
registration in 1940-41 was 664 as against 639 in 
1939-40 and 693 in 1938-39. The number of applica- 
tions received by the Board from various types of 
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students, past and present, of the University is shown 
in the following table : —

9. Of the number of candidates interviewed and 
registered a large number preferred sedentary occupa- 
tion with hours and conditions of work more or less 
fixed. Nevertheless, it must be considered a happy 
sign that not an inconsiderable number of candidates 
expressed their desire to take to a life in which the 
prospects were far from settled and which offered 
scope for the exercise of initiative and enterprise. 
The Board feels that if adequate facilities can be 
provided for mechanical and technical training either 
in institutions or workshops or at both places simul- 
taneously, a very large number of boys might be 
diverted from general education to technical education. 
This lack of facilities is really responsible for creating 
an impression on the public mind that the students 
of Bengal and Assam are more keen on having a 
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general education than technical education. As will 
be seen from the latter part of this report, during the 
year under review the Board explored the question 
of the possibility of creating new avenues in the 
industries of the Provinces of Bengal and Assam. 
So far the indications in this direction have been 
encouraging. 

10. In 1940-41 the Board was requested to 
recommend candidates for as many as 153 vacancies 
as against 110 in the previous year. But as some 
of the vacancies were of technical nature the Board 
was not in a position to recommend names of suitable 
candidates. It might be mentioned here that in the 
matter of recommendation the Board always follows 
the policy of recommending the right man for the 
right place. In view of these facts the actual number 
of candidates for whom the Board could secure employ- 
ment or training was 105 as against 81 in 1939-40. 
The types of employment secured or training arranged 
are given below : —

11. The Board made regular enquiries regarding 
the candidates associated with different business houses 
to find out how they were shaping and progressing 
with their work. It is a matter for satisfaction to 
note that tiie reports received by the Board were 
very favourable. The procedure of making regular 
enquiries has revealed that so far as University trained 
young men are concerned, they are not unsuitable 
for a business career. Given adequate opportunities 
and facilities they can fully adapt themselves to 
business atmosphere and can also utilise the training 
and education received at the University. 

12. On the 24th May, 1941, the Board conducted 
an examination for recommending candidates to the 
Calcutta Port Commissioners’ Office for its recruit- 
ment of clerks and junior outdoor staff’. It may be 
mentioned that in 1939 the Board had occasion to 
conduct a similar examination. At the examination 
held in May last 511 candidates appeared and it was 
arranged that the Board should forward the names 
'of certain number of candidates on the basis of the 

result of the examination. These candidates would 
be interviewed by a small Selection Committee 
appointed by the Port Commissioners. After inter- 
viewing the candidates this Selection Committee would 
prepare a revised list and as on the previous occasion, 
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during the next two years the vacancies in the Port 
Commissioners’ Office would be ordinarily filled up 
from this list. The result of the examination w?is not 
however available when the year closed and it has 
tlierefore not been incorporated in this report. It is 
to be noted that Sir Thomas Elderton, Chairman, Com- 
missioners for the Port of Calcutta, who visited the 
examination centre, expressed his satisfaction in regard 
to the arrangements made by the Board. In this 
connection, the Board likes to state that the qualifica- 
tions necessary for appearing at the aforesaid examina- 
tion was fixed by the Board in consultation with 
the Chairman, as the passing of the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts or Science of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity. This standard was fixed by the- Board because 
it felt that for the type of vacancies for whicli the 
examination was conducted, graduates should ,be 
discouraged from appearing at the examination. The 
Board also pursues this policy while recommending 
candidates for similar types of appointments. 

13. The Board made provision for granting 
stipends at the rate of Rs. 15/- per month for 8 (eight) 
students who were undergoing training during the 
year 1940-41. As most of the candidates undergoing 
training on the recommendation of the Board got 
allowances from the Companies concerned, the Board 
had to pay stipends only to 3 candidates, of whom 
one was undergoing training in a Cotton Mill and 
the other two in an Engineering firm. The Board 
is grateful to those firms which, were good enough 
to grant allowances to candidates undergoing training 
under their supervision.

14. The Board made certain observations in 
its Report for 1939-40 for associating educated young- 
men wiiih Jute, Tea and Coal industries of the Provinces 
of Bengal and Assam. A general outline of the 
scheme, for giving a practical shape to these ideas, 
was also laid down in the last Report. During the 
year 1940-41 the Board collected material, consulted 
experts for drawing up a comprehensive scheme for 
diverting the attention of the University trained young 
men to these industries. During the latter part of 
the year the Board forwarded to the Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce the scheme for associating educated 
3 ’ouiigmen with Jute and Tea industries and requested 
the Chamber to recommend the scheme to the Indian 
Jute MUls Association and the Indian 'Pea Association, 
for their sympathetic consideration with such modi- 
fications as the Committee of the Chamber might 
suggest. The Board feels that educated young men 
can develop qualities essential to careers in these 
industries provided arrangements can be made to give 
them practical training under conditions similar to 
those obtaining in factories and theoretical instructions 
in night schools. It is encouraging to note that the 
scheme is now being considered by the Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce in consultation with the Indian Tea 
Association and the Indian Jute Mills Association. 
If the scheme is approved by the Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce and is supported by the Indian Tea 
Association and the Indian Jute Mills Association, 
the Board can legitimately hope that a beginning 
will be made in directions which are full of possi- 
bilities and which will open a new line of useful and 
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profitable employment to the University trained 
yoini,i 2 :men. 

15. During the year under review the Board 
was icquested by one of the leading European firms 
of ( 'alcutta, controlling extensive Tea plantations, 
to recommend two graduates of this University, who 
might be placed on its Supervisory Staff on completion 
of their training. It was stated that the youngmen 
to be selected for a career in the Tea industry, should 
be of sound health, active habits, keen and alert and 
of good physique and have preferably a technical 
bent of mind. In view of the nature of work in the 
tea gardens, the Board was of opinion that candidates 
brought up in Tea districts would be more suitable 
than those who had no occasion to visit Tea gardens 
and stay there. Accordingly, the Board requested 
the Principals of the M. C. College, Sylhet and Cotton 
College, Gauhati, to recommend a certain number 
of candidates fulfilling the conditions already 
mentioned. After examining the qualifications of the 
candidates recommended the Company interviewed 
some of the candidates and selected one for training. 
If the Board’s first choice ultimately proves a success, 
it is likely that a new career will be opened in which 
graduates of this University had hitherto practically 
no scope for the exercise of their talents. 

16. The Board would like to invite the attention 
of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndicate 
to the fact that if provisions can be made for teaching 
Textile Chemistry in the M.Sc. course as a special 
subject some openings might be created for University 
graduates. It is necessary to point out that in and 
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around Calcutta there are no less than 99 Jute Mills 
and in the Province itself there are about 30 Cotton 
MiUs» In view of the increasing competition to which 
the Textile industries of the province are now subject 
they are obliged to appoint Chemists for carrying 
on research work. But hitherto no efforts have been 
made with a view to making provision for the teaching 
of Textile Chemistry. If, therefore, arrangements 
could be made by the University for teaching the 
subject of Textile Chemistry, a subject whose 
importance would be daily increasing, it would be 
a move in the right direction. 

17. In recent years there has been an increasing 
(kiinand for technically trained men who can be 
employed as Engineers, Supervisors and Technicians 
in the Air-Conditioning Engineering industry. This 
industry is no doubt of recent origin in India but it 
lias got a very great scope in a tropical country like 
1 ndia. The University has, therefore, made provision 
for the teaching of such special Engineering subjects 
as. Lubrication, Refrigeration and Air-Conditioning 
and definite syllabus have been prepared and have 
I’oceived the sanction of the Government. 

18. Reference was made in the Report of the 
Board for the year 1937-38 to the coaching classes 
for giving instructions on certain subjects to the 
candidates for Indian Civil Service Examination. 
These classes were started by the University in 1936 
as an experimental measure and were run for 2 years. 
As provision was made for teaching only compulsory 
subjects of the Indian Civil Service Examination, the 
Board found that such classes could not be made 
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attractive and useful to candidates going up for 
different All-India competitive examinations, namely, 
Indian Civil Service, Indian Police Service, Indian 
Audit & Accounts Service, Imperial Customs Service, 
Military Accounts Department, Indian Railway 
Accounts Service, Postal Superintendents (Class TI) 
Service, Transportation (Traffic) and Commercial 
Departments of the Superior Revenue Establishment 
of State Railways. Accordingly, during the year under 
review a revised scheme was drawn up by the Board 
for re-organising these classes which are now known 
as Special Tutorial Classes. Arrangements have now 
been made for teaching the following subjects ; Essay, 
English Literature, General Knowledge, British 
History, Indian History, Economics, Elementary 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Geography. 
Besides teaching these subjects, the Board has engaged 
the services of a European Professor for helping the 
candidates in their Viva Voce test. Formerly the 
classes used to be held between 6 to 8 p.m. but under 
the revised scheme those are now being held between 
4 to 6-30 P.M. every afternoon. The Board charges 
a fee of Rs. 15/- per month and the number of students 
to be admitted in these classes has been definitely 
restricted to only 20 candidates. Before admission 
the candidates are interviewed by a Special Selection 
Committee and are also medically examined with 
a view to helping the candidates in remedying physical 
defects which might be noticed. The Board is indeed 
glad to note that of the candidates who took 
advantage of the classes held in the past years 
one has been employed in the Indian Civil Service 
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and the other in the Indian Audit and Accounts 
Service. 

19. In order to run the University Special 
Tutorial Classes on a satisfactory and efficient basis 
a Special Committee has been appointed by the Board 
for supervising these classes with the following gentle- 
men as members : —

20. In June, 1940, the Appointments Board was 
approached by the Indian Air Headquarters for recom- 
mending suitable candidates who might be trained 
up as Pilots and Observers in the Indian Air Force. 
The Board at once took steps to bring these oppor- 
tunities to the notice of prospective candidates. The 
response which the Board received was very encourag- 
ing and it became evident that Bengali students had 
a special liking for the Air Force in view of the 
individual skill and intelligence necessary for a career 
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in the Air Force. The candidates who happened 
to be residents of Calcutta and suburbs applied direct 
to tlio Board, whereas candidates belonging to the 
Mufassil districts of Bengal and Assam had to apply 
to the Board through the Principals of their respective 
colleges. For the purpose of selecting candidates to 
be recommended to the Air Headquarters, a Special 
Committee was appointed by the Board which included 
the following gentlemen : —

21. It may be noted that Mr. S. W. Kaye now 
head of the firm of Messrs. Stewarts & Lloyds of 
India, Ltd., belonged to tlie Royal Air Force, and his 
special experience in this line was of great assistance 
to the Board. Apart from working on the Committee 
for selecting candidates Lt.-Col. Chatterjee was 
responsible for the medical examination of the candi- 
dates, as the Board felt that every precaution should 
be taken before the candidates were actually sent 
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for final interview by the recruiting authorities of the 
Air Force at Ambala. In regard to the medical 
examination the Board received considerable assistance 
from "the Students’ Welfare Committee of the Univer- 
sity. The Board recommended two batches of 
candidates numbering 18 of whom seven were selected 
by the recruiting authorities for training. Later on as 
the procedure of receiving applications directly by 
the Air Headquarters was abandoned the Board had 
no occasion to recommend any further candidates. 

22. The Appointments Board was also approached 
by the Military authorities for helping them in the 
matter of recruitment of candidates who might be 
granted Emergency Commission in His Majesty’s 
Indian Land Forces. In connectioii with this recruit- 
ment too the Board issued a number of circulars to 
different colleges in Bengal and Assam, affiliated to 
the University of Calcutta, drawing the attention 
of suitable types of candidates to the opportunities 
offered for a career in the Army. The Board had 
occasion to recommend only one batch of candidates 
of whom three were interviewed at Simla on the recom- 
mendation of the Fort William authorities and two 
have since been granted Commissions. In the matter 
of preliminary selection the Board received considerable 
assistance from Major D. N. Bhattacharyya, who, 
along with the Secretary to the Board, interviewed 
applicants. As later on the system of recruitment 
was changed and the Public Service Commission, 
Bengal, was asked to do the work of preliminary 
selection, the Board issued a circular to the different 
colleges to the effect that henceforward applications 
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should be made directly to the Public Service 
Commission. 

23. It is indeed heartening to note that the 
effort of the Board in bringing to the notice of ppssible 
candidates the opportunities which exist in the Land 
and Air Forces of India, has revealed that so far as 
students of Bengal and Assam are concerned, they 
are eager to join the Military services. ‘ 

24. There is another matter to which mention 
should be made here. The climatic condition of this 
province is not conducive to the building up of the 
tjrpe of physique noticeable in the youngmen of other 
provinces or which may be the ordinary standard 
of army requirements. This is no doubt a handicap 
to the students of Bengal and Assam. But at the 
same time it is worth noticing that modem army 
officers do not lay exclusive emphasis on physique; 
stamina, grit, perseverance, capacity for leadership, 
powers of organisation and similar other qualities are 
also necessary elements in the making of modern army 
officers. It is, therefore, desirable that the Military 
authorities should consider whether the standard which 
is ordinarily required by them in respect of physique 
should not be relaxed for the provinces of Bengal and 
Assam. The candidates should certainly be healthy, 
well-built and weU-developed, but they may not 
necessarily be of the type which the Military authori- 
ties ordinarily get in the Punjab or the Frontier 
Province. 

25. There is also one matter incidental to the 
question of recruitment of officers to which a reference 
should be made and that is the need for more University 
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Training Corps Units in mufassil educational centres. 
Such University Training Corps Units will be the 
most suitable means for imparting preliminary training 
to ofl&cers recruited for the army. At present there 
is only one Training Corps Unit in Calcutta. The 
University has got more than 75 colleges in Bengal 
and Assam and many of them have got more than 
1,000 students on their rolls. If Training Corps Units 
arc attached to such mufassil colleges there is no 
doubt that such Units would be in a position to help 
the authorities in the matter of recruiting army officers. 

26. The Board is thankful to the Federal Public 
Service Commission for regularly sending copies of 
notices regarding vacancies to be filled up and the 
various competitive examinations conducted by them. 
As in the previous years the Board issued circulars 
to all the affihated colleges in the provinces of Bengal 
and Assam containing detailed information regarding 
different competitive examinations conducted by the 
Commission for recruitment to Civil as well as Military 
services. The object of issuing such circulars was 
to draw the attention of eligible candidates who might 
wish to appear at the aforesaid examinations. 

27. During the year 1940-41, the Board received 
many enquiries from different Indian Universities 
regarding the nature and scope of its activities. It 
is also a matter for gratification that some of the 
Indian Universities have already established Appoint- 
ments Boards on the model of the Calcutta University 
Appointments Board. It is perhaps being daily 
recognised that such Boards have got a definite place 
in the University life. 
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28. The Board desires to place on record its 
grateful thanks to the business community for their 
continued support and for providing facilities to 
University trained young men in obtaining employ- 
ment or training in industrial, commercial and technical 
lines. To the various Departments of the Government 
of India, as well as the Indian Army Headquarters 
and Indian Air Headquarters, the Board offers its 
sincere thanks for consulting it in connection with 
some of their recruitment. The help and guidance 
of the various Chambers of Commerce and Trades 
Associations of the City and particularly that of the 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce proved very valuable 
to the Board in carrying out the duties entrusted to 
it. The Board takes this opportunity to offer its 
grateful thanks to all.

Considered also a letter from Babu Snrathlal Roy stating that they (Surath 
Babu, his mother and his brother) have paid three-fourth shares of the total 
expenses for the establishment of the acho.)! while Babu 'Togendralal Roy and 
his mother paid only one-fourth share. 

Considered also observations of the Managing Committee on the subject.
